In addition to the above Surplus the towns owns Real Es- 
tate worth at least $1800 00. The amount paid during the 
year for repairs of ‘‘Roads and Bridges’’ has been unusually 
large, to wit $927.55. Of this sum nearly six hundred dol- 
lars ($600.00) was expended in repairing damages caused by 
the freshets of July and September last. 


The Joseph Smith liability of $1000 accepted by vote of 
the town March, 1874, for life time of Joseph Smith, 2d, has 
been paid, an arrangement having been made with the ben- 
eficiaries named in the will, to the satisfaction of all parties in- 
terested, the town being amply secured by a sufficient Bond. 

The Committee chosen at the annual election in 1885 to look 
after the town landing near Centre Harbor have attended to 
their duty and will submit areport at the coming meeting. 


The Ossipee Mountain road still remains incomplete. Some 
legal obstacles have prevented your Selectmen from bringing 
about the adjustment so desirable. 

The amount raised for the use of the town for the past year 
including $100 for repair of Town House and yard, was $700. 

The Treasurer is of the opinion that $800 will be sufficient 
for the year ensuing and recommends that sum.

Report of the Superintending School 
Coneniittee. 


We respectfully the following report of the schools of this 
town for the year ending March, 1886: 

As we have watched the workings of our public schools dur- 
ing the past year, and observed the manner in which they have 
been conducted, the good order that has generally attended 
them, and the progress made in the different branches taught, 
we feel justified in saying that there has been as much accom- 
plished in the way of education during the year past-as in any 
previous year since our connection with the schools. 


A few unpleasant things have transpired. In dist. No. 1, 
winter term, the teavher gave up her school on account of fam- 
ily sickness. ‘This occurrence was very much to the regret of 
parents and schclars. Her successor being much younger. in 
experience, and graced with less personal force, was not able 
to keep up the standard of the school. 

In dist. No. 8, winter term, there was some discord. We 
discovered no fauit on the part of the teacher; and contradic- 
tory reports left us somewhat in the dark. 


Little errors and failures in other schools met our notice but 
we will let them pass, and omit reporting each term of school 
separately, and speak of other things which seem to be of 
more consequence at the present time. 


TBE TEACHER AND HIS WORK. 


To be a successful school teacher one must be fitted for that 
office. ‘The essential qualifications are a good moral and_ re- 
ligious character, literary acquirements, personal force, tact, 
common sense, experience, and a love of the work. 

It is a matter of no small importance for one to place him- 
self in charge of twenty or thirty school children and assume 
the responsibility of giving them proper instruction in science 
and morals. ‘The teacher should not undervalue his position, 
but rather consider that he has voluntarily taken upon him- 
self responsibilities which, in a great degree, hold him account- 
able for the intellectual, moral and religious training of those 
under his care. 
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It has been appropriately. remaked that, ‘‘As the teacher is, 
so is the school,’”’ for he is constantly imparting his character 
and manners, and these qualities shape the thoughts and life 
of the child. His words should be pure and truthful, his man- 
ners polite, and his conduct exemplary. ‘‘Like begets lke,” 
and a teacher’s love and respect for his pupils is reciprocated. 
If he would govern his school well, he must seek to reach the 
‘inner life’’ of his scholars. Lead a child in the way of vir- 
tue, and you develop in him respect for order and _ authority. 
A teacher may justly claim of his pupils whatever will pro- 
mote their education, beyond this he has no legal authority. 


- Education comprehends the cultivation and' improvement of 
all the faculties. It is training the hand, the head, and the 
heart. It gives activity to the body, power to the intellect, 
and virtue to the soul. ‘he facilities for acquiring knowledge 
have never been equally enjoyed and perhaps never will be; 
but great efforts are being made to improve the moral condi- 
tion of society, and secure the young against the evils of in- 
temperance and other pernicious habits, which so greatly in- 
crease our taxation, pauperism, and crime. 


The New School Law.—The design of this act, is to regu- 
late our common school system, so as to increase its efficacy, 
and make educational advantages equal throughout the town 
and comparatively so throughout the State. 


Your Committee have considered the law in reference to its 
effect here. The geographical shape of the town is such that 
we are satisfied no great change can be made in number of 
schools, or in school lines. Two or three schools, perhaps, 
might be done away with, further than that we are satisfied 
no change ought or should be made. The School Board will 
have unlimited power ; they can establish as many or as few 
schools as they please, and at such place or places as they 
please. Let every voter carefully consider the matter. Try 
to elect a ‘‘Board of Education’? who will give the schools all 
the advantages of the new law, and who will strive to shun its’ 
disadvantages.
